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Monks do manual, 
professional work. 
on 7-year project

OCEANSIDE — Building a church at 
the Benedictine Prince of Peace Abbey 
has followed a unique timetable. Abbot 
Claude Ehringer refers to future comple- 
tion dates as ‘“‘G.O.K., God only 
knows.” 

Work on the 13,500-square-loot church 
and adjoining library began in the spring 
of 1980; completion is anticipated. this 
fall. However, it was used for the. first 
time to celebrate the Jan. 11 Sunday litur- 
gy for retreatants. 

Unlike most~ construction sites; the 

hillltop scene was quiet one day last week. 
The activity of workers seemed in harmo- 
ny with the calm waters of the ocean be- 
low. 
Four volunteers, including Brother 
Blaise Heuke, were digging up pipes out- 
side the church while two electricians 
worked inside and a few hired laborers as- 
sembled library shelves. 

‘The monks here do not equate progress 
with production speed. When Abbot 
Ehringer asked retired contractor Eugene 
Larson to assist with the project, he 
showed him a picture of the Benedictine 
Buckfast Abbey in England — an early 
20th century monastery that took 16 years 
to complete. 

In 1980 Larson told the abbot he would 
help for one year. He has been construc- 
tion supervisor since then. 


Artisans and artists 

About one-fourth of the abbey’s 29 
monks comprised the labor force during 
the first four years of construction, Lar- 
son said. They laid the foundation, ce- 
ment block walls and tiled roof, poured 


the concrete floor .and installed the 
windows. ; 
Although full-time carpenters, 


electricians and painters were hired in 
1984, the monks continued their labor. 
Today the nearly completed church 
awaits only a granite altar and abbot’s 
throne, president’s chair, lectern, addi- 
tional stained glass windows and furnish-

ings in the Blessed Sacrament chapel. 

A wall-size icon of Jesus, Prince of 
Peace, stands behind the altar. It faces the 
church’s main entrance, on whosé door 
handles is carved the message experienced 
at the monastery: ‘‘My peace I give you; 
my peace I leave you.” 


Two windowed walls ‘on either side of 


the icon offer a view of the ocean. ‘The 
front half of the hexagon-shaped church is 
a monastic sanctuary,’ with: choir stalls 
facing the altar, Abbot Ehringer said. 
Pews seat about 200, although the 
space can accommodate up to 500. Wide 


doors in two stained glass walls can be 
opened to include outdoor crowds in the 
celebrations. 
The church owes its design and much 
of its decoration to Benedictine monks. 
Father Gabriel Chavez de la Mora, 


who resides in a monastery in ‘Tepeyac, 


Mexico, was the architect and designer of 


the church’s interior. He created the 
Prince of Peace painting, using acrylic 
paint on wood imported from Samoa. 
Other art work was done by monks at 
the abbey. Brothers. Benedict Forester

NORMAL HEIGHTS — The 550 
girls enrolled at the Academy of Our 
Lady of Peace received a commendation 
from the City of San Diego for the 20,000 
community service hours the students 
have contributed over the past four years. 

Mayor Maureen O’Connor 
proclaimed Jan. 8 Academy of Our Lady 
of Peace Day to recognize the girls’ 
volunteer efforts. 

The Students assembled in the 
courtyard that afternoon for a rally to 
celebrate the event and receive a plaque 
from Lynn Underwood, a member of the 
mayor’s staff. 

Sister Dolores Anchando, CSJ, 
principal, said each student must perform 
10 community service hours a semester as 
a graduation requirement. ‘This has been 
part of the school’s curriculum the past 
five years. 

The school revised the program last 
year, requiring that students serve the 
poor, rather than babysit or perform 
other activities, Sister Anchando said. 

Students direct their efforts to 
orphanages, soup kitchens, tutoring, 
Special Olympics, youth groups and the 
elderly. Some students work more than 
the required hours, the principal said. 

OLP parents are generally pleased with 
the service program. ‘They recognize that 
high school students are often too 
concerned with themselves, so it is good 
to motivate them to reach out to others, 
Sister Anchando said. 

Other diocesan high schools encourage 
students to contribute community 
service as well. 

Marian High School in lnperial Beach 
also has a mandatory program. Students 
must volunteer 40 hours during three 
years, beginning as sophomores, said 
Daniel Ramos, principal. 

He cited hospitals, youth 
camps, boys’ clubs and parishes as some 
places where Marian students serve.

- semester ‘courses at The Catholic University of

‘The action to suspend him was taken by Archbishop 
James A. Hickey of Washington, chancellor of the 
university, with the concurrence of other bishops.on 
the university’s board of trustees. 
Father Curran announced the suspension in a news 
release Jan, 12. He told National Gatholic News 


Service that he is planning to-“‘teach tie non-_ 


ecclesiastical students in those courses’” because, he 
said, the archbishop’s authority only extends {to 
programs involving the carning of canonical or 
ecclesiastical degrees. 

What would he do. if students for ecclesiastical 
degrees also signed up for the course? “Tl just tell 
those people I cannot teach them.” 

And if the university authorities should assign 
another teacher to teach those courses? “Vl consider 
that they have broken my contract.” 

The, Vatican Congregation for the Doctrine of the 


Faith informed Father Curran last summer that, with 
Pope John Paul I's approval, it was declaring lim 
unfit. to teach Catholic theology and ordering 


- withdrawal of his ‘“canonical mission, ”’ or legal license 


to teach in the name of the church. 

In his decision to suspend Father Curran from 
teaching, Archbishop Hickey cited university statutes 
that allow the chancellor to suspend a teacher facing 
possible dismissal from an ecclesiastical faculty when it 
is a ‘‘more serious or pressing case.”” 

Father Curran said that the archbishop acted over

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WASHINGTON (NC) — In Indian- 
town, Fla., illegal farmworkers at Holy 
Cross parish staged practice immigration 
raids after Mass to learn the best way to 
respond to confrontations with federal im- 
migration officials. 

In Washington, illegal Central Ameri- 
can women who have never before seen 
vacuum cleaners or washing machines are 
trained to use them through a program 
sponsored by the Spanish Catholic Center 
under the auspices of the archdiocese. 
After training is completed, the center 
attempts to place them as domestic 
helpers in the metropolitan area. 

In San Benito, Texas, church workers 
found themselves in trouble with the law 
for illegally transporting Salvadorans who 
had fled their war-torn nation. 

A new federal immigration law passed 
in October by Congress will allow an un- 
told number of illegal aliens to apply for 
legal status. But thousands who haye 
come since 1982 or who do not qualify for 
other reasons will continue to be classified 
by the U.S. government as illegal and 
face possible deportation. The ‘‘shadow 
society,’’ in the words of one church 
worker, will not disappear. 

Priests, Religious, lay people and dio- 
cesan personnel nationwide continue to 
respond to the plight of the illegal alien by 
offering legal, material and moral support 
— sometimes using controversial 
methods. 

‘‘Church people have been those most 
open to the new immigrants,’ said Father 
Frank O’ Laughlin, director of the Rural 
Life Bureau for the Diocese of Palm 
Beach, Fla.

Training leaders is a

ALCALA PARK — The U.S. bishops 
hoped the August 1985 JI Encuentro 
Hispano de Pastoral would build on what 
Hispanics possess and invite them to a 
greater appreciation of the vision of the 
church, Auxiliary Bishop Gilbert Chavez 
explained. 

One of the encuentro’s goals was to 
help Hispanics see themselves as a people 
of God, the bishop said. He was one of 
several leaders who discussed their views 
on Hispanic Catholics with the Southern 
Cross. 

The U.S. Hispanic bishops wanted to 
offer Hispanic Catholics here a more 
complete and meaningful vision of life. 
‘This would contrast with the world’s non- 
Christian view that includes such vices as 
drugs and alcohol, Bishop Chavez added. 

The diocesan Padre Hidalgo Center in 
Imperial Beach has worked to boost the 
Christian vision for 16 years by educating 
the Hispanic Catholic community, he 
said. 

Sunday Mass 1s the gathering point lor 
local Hispanic Catholics, he noted. 
However, a small percentage of San 
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in San Antonio, Texas, agrees. Yet he 
points out, *‘The problem is so massive, it 
seems what we're doing is so insignifi- 
cant.”’ 

There are no church regulations to tell 
church workers exactly how far they can 
go to help the illegal alien, said Msgr. 
Nicholas DiMarzio, executive director of 
the U.S. Catholic Conference’s Migra- 
tion and Refugee Services. 

Church policy, he said, is *‘not to look 
at immigration status.”’ 

“Church workers offer help to people 
who need it. The problem, of course, 
comes with regard to civil laws that say 
what you can and cannot do to help the 
undocumented alien.”” 


Diego County’s Hispanics attend Mass. 
About 90 percent of the estimated 
400,000 Hispanics in the county are 


Catholic, he said. However, only 15 ~ 


percent of thése are practicing Catholics. 
Of these, about 1 percent have the 
theological training needed to educate the 
larger community. 

Some 20 percent of Imperial County’s 
Hispanics attend Mass, he said, adding 
that about 90 percent of the valley's 
80,000 Catholics are Hispanic. 

Hispanic Catholics here 
theological training, he said. 

However, the percentage of Hispanic 
Catholics in the United States who attend 
Mass is higher than in Mexico, where an 
estimated 8 percent participate in Sunday 
liturgies, he said. “‘In some parts of 
Mexico there wouldn't be cnough 
churches, if everyone (there) went to 
Mass.” 

Hispanics in San Diego can be divided 
into three groups, according to Msgr, 
Raymond Moore, pastor of St. Patrick 
Church in Carlsbad. 

Undocumented, young, single men 
who are transients make up the first 
group, said Msgr. Moore who spent 
several years ministering in Latin 
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He said 164 dioceses have offices to aid 
refugees and 60 have church-run 
immigration offices that provide legal 
help to aliens and are accredited by the 
U.S. government. 

Church workers eager to help illegals in 
becoming legal say it is ‘‘something like 
being next to someone sick and not being 


able to do anything. It’s the agony of 


impotence,’’ Father Elizondo said. 

Al Velarde, southwest district director 
of Migration and Refugee Services, said 
his staffers often have to tell undocu- 
mented aliens they have no legal re- 
course. ‘‘Many times they knock on our 
door, we tell them what the eligibility 
factors are, and they walk out the door.’’ 


represent illegal aliens in deportation 
hearings, show residents how to apply for 
citizenship, and act as advocates on poli- 
tical asylum claims for ° Central 
Americans. 


Illegal aliens have nowhere else to go, 
Velarde said, since many do not speak 
English and cannot pay attorneys’ fees. 

In the Los Angeles archdiocese, the 
immigration division of Catholic 
Charities has provided primarily legal 
help to 500,000 new immigrants — legal 
and illegal — in the past 15 years, said 
Elizabeth Kirsnis, director. 

She said that while there are always 
crooked lawyers content to sell a bill of 
goods to illegal immigrants — pocketing 
their money while fully aware there is no 
chance of legalizaion — the church in Los 
Angeles has been a source of accurate 
information for the undocumented. 

Florida’s Father O’ Laughlin has gone a 
step beyond many parishes and dioceses. 
The priest and others working with illegal 
Guatemalans and Mexicans in Florida 
organized a group called Santuario to 
teach workers to document abuses com- 
mitted by federal immigration officers. 


After several reports of abuse were 
filed, he said, six local immigration 
officers were fired. The Immigration and 
Naturalization Service has denied that the 
dismissals were a result of Santuario’s 
efforts, he said. 


One goal is to encourage so many 
aliens to demand their rights that it 
“‘would create a bottleneck’’ preventing 
immigration agents from continuing their 
work, he said.

America. He celebrates Mass in a North 
County packing shed for such a group of 
men once a week. 

He called the second group 
‘nationals,’ Hispanics who live here 
with their families legally and illegally and 
retain their native culture. 

The last group, assimilating Hispanics, 
are attempting to move into the American 
mainstream, the pastor explained. ‘Lhis 
group says, “‘ ‘Why teach in Spanish? 
This caters to illegals.’ ”’ 

These Hispanics often distance 
themselves from the church because they 
“*see that part of the American dream is 
Protestantism,’ Bishop Chavez said. 
Only about 5 percent of them relate to the 
church. 

However, in trying to modernize 
themselves, assimilating Hispanics often 
suffer emotional and_ psychological 
instability, the bishop added. 

Enrique Mendez, director of the Padre 
Hidalgo Center, said Hispanics who 
assimilate ‘*have never known the valucs 
of their culture. It is possible to 


conserve one’s culture and assume the 
good aspects of another one’’ — a process 
he called integration. 

The Padre Hidalgo Center has the

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responsibility to continue the encuentro 
process by developing programs to train 
Hispanic leaders to reach out to non- 
participating church members, he said. 

“The Hispanic culture is already 
evangelized,’’ Mendez said, referring to 
the altars displayed in Hispanics’ homes, 
taxis and buses. 

What Hispanics lack is the education to 
help them ‘‘understand their obligations 
as baptized Catholics,’’ including why 
they should go to Mass, he explained. 

Though more cooperation, interest and 
support of Hispanic evangelization has 
come from other ethnic groups recently, 
Bishop Chavez believes ‘‘Hispanics have 
to be their own solution.”’ 

The Catholic community should 
support and reaffirm Hispanic Catholics 
so they can solve their own problems, he 
added. 

Of the diocesan Catholic population of 
over 380,000, some 54,000 are practicing 
Hispanic Catholics. *‘It’s a large number 
with no. force,’’ Bishop Chavez said. 
They must ask themselves if they wish to 
change and become a force in the church.

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A matter of dollars and sense 


We are certainly living in “‘a moment of history’’ when 
we witness a president who submits a trillion dollar 
federal budget to the Congress. It’s almost impossible to 
imagine, a trillion of anything, much less dollars. 

We get all exeited when someone wins a few million in 
the California lottery, and that becomes a manageable 
idea when it gets broken down into a few hundred 
thousand dollars a year. That we can imagine. 

But a trillion dollars? Does that mean an 
increasing budget deficit? They're talking about a two 
hundred billion dollar deficit this year, and the liberal 
economists say we can afford it. Don’t ask me how. 

Conventional wisdom would say that we would need an 
awiul lot of new taxes, or ‘“‘revenue enhancement,” as 
they prefer to call it. Whatever it is called, it’s going to 
cost us all more money. What we save in lower income 
taxes will go in some other direction. 

But those of us who are laymen in matters economic 
will suggest that we might lower the budget, cut a few 
things out. But what? Should we cut back on the farmers, 
the schools, the poor, the aged, the sick? If anything, | 
would like to see help in these areas improved with skillful 
planning and wise administration. 

Well then, there’s the defense budget. Is that a huge 
area of waste? I think not. One of the biggest forces for 
world peace lies in American strength and preparedness. 

Probably the largest group of pacifists in the world is on 
guard, right now, at Camp Pendleton. Only those who 
know the terrors of war and what it can mean can really 
treasure the goal of world peace. 

President Reagan’s Space Defense Initiative (SDI) is 
one of the bright spots for future peace. Dubbed ‘Star 
Wars” technology by liberal critics of the President, they 
have put themselves far out in left field. Thisis one area of 
research and development that should be pushed ahead 
with all vigor. Just the way President Kennedy pushed the 
original space program, that same energy and vision 


ever 


should be used to promote SDI. 

We are still reaping the benefits from the original space 
program in all the many and wonderful spin-offs from the 
program. We can expect the same from this research. 

The rigid hatred with which Chairman Gorbachev of 
the Soviet Union greeted this space initiative should prove 
that it is worthwhile. 

Can we cut out other parts of the defense budget? The 
answer is surely both yes and no. Whether we like it or 
not, we are still on a war-time economy. The millions of 
people serving in the armed forces are men and women 
who could not be quickly or easily absorbed into the 
regular work force. 

As Robert Kennedy remarked when campaigning for 
the U.S. Senate in New York State many years ago, we 
are simply not ready to convert to a real peace-time 
economy. 

But waste and mismanagement in the defense sphere 
can certainly be cut back. Indeed, they must be cut back 
drastically. It has been estimated that hundreds of 
millions of dollars are involved. 

Undoubtedly there are other parts of the federal budget 
that can be pared back, or administered more carefully. 
Whether we like it or not, we will have to give a great deal 
of our attention to the budget process now starting in 
Congress. 

It is also very important that we let our Congressmen 
and Senators know what are our order of priorities in 
spending our taxes and revenue enhancements. Read up 
on what is happening and then write to them.

CCS is gearing up to help out 


On Nov. 5, 1986, President Ronaid Reagan signed 
into law the Immigration Control and Reform Act of 
1986. It was the end of a nine year debate and is one of the 
major reform bills implemented for immigration in our 
country. 

Throughout the debate, the church community has 
been a part of the discussion to fashion just legislation. 
For more than two years, the California Conlerence of 
Catholic Charities argued the issue of immigration relorm 
before coming to consensus in, 1984. Among the key parts 
of the charities approach were a generous and fair 
legalization program, opposition to employer sanctions, 
rejection of a new guest worker or H-2 agricultural 
worker program. 

In November 1985, the National Conterence of 
Catholic Bishops adopted these basic principles along with 
other aspects of anli- 
discrimination legislation and adequate appellate recourse 


reform such as stringent 
for denied legalization.

Many advocacy groups and Hispanic community 
members are disappointed at the outcome of immigration 
reform. Efforts to address concerns of these groups will be 
set forth in follow-up legislation in the present Congress. 

In San Diego, efforts are underway to provide a full 
range of responses to the new law: information, 
education, registration, application processing, comment 
on regulations, monitoring of implementation, litigation 
and recommendations for future legislation. 


Catholic Community Services will be involved in the 
implementation of the legalization provision of the bill. 
Staff will be hired to coordinate the effort which could 
involve from 25,000 to 100,000 persons in San Diego and 
Imperial counties. Volunteers will be recruited to assist in 


information seminars, clerical services, translation 
services, paralegals and immigration counsclors. 

Over 20 church sites have been identified for 
registration of persons seeking legalization. Teams will 
visit these sites on a regular basis and provide on site 
services. The entire process is scheduled to continue for. 
36-40 months from May 5,.1987. 

Immigration reform is still needed that reflects the 
social justice principles of various popes down through 
history. One basic principle the church has operated on 
historically is the sense of the earth belonging to all 


- inhabitants. National boundaries are artificial barriers 


that have been established and run contrary to the 
concept of stewardship of the earth for all persons. 

Another basic principle is the preeminence of the right 
of people to move over the restriction of migration by 
nation states. This right to migrate flows from the need of 
a human being to economic and social security. ‘he 
concept of hospitality is a key factor for the Christian 
community as it welcomes people on the move in a spirit 
of human solidarity and Christian charity. Far from 
militarizing our borders, the call of the church is to open 
our borders as an expression of our common unity in 
Christ, the Lord of all.

‘Around the Diocese,’’ ‘Calendar’? and 
Spanish Page drew high levels of 
satisfaction, whereas the national news 
roundups were judged to be insufficiently 
complete. 

A majority of Southern Cross readers 
(60.7 percent) consider the paper to be 
“moderate,” while 16.7 percent call it 
‘conservative’ and 8 percent ‘“‘liberal.”” 

When asked what they would like to see 
more of in the Southern readers 
offered a variety of suggestions. Most 
seemed to fall into the basic areas of 
“local news’” and ‘‘Catholic news.”’ 

Approximately 20 percent of the 
respondents encouraged editors to use 
more local, diocesan and parish material. 

An equal number asked for more 
information on religious education, 
theology, liturgy, etc. 

Interestingly, 4.4 percent mentioned 
the desire to see more controversial topics 
addressed by the Southern Cross. 

The survey revealed that 85 percent of 
the readership subscribes to other 
Catholic publications. Of those 85 
percent, 17.5 percent subscribe to. The 
Catholic Digest, 12 percent to The Liguorian 
and 9.5 percent to Our Sunday Visitor. 

In addition, they do read the paper. 
‘Two-thirds of the respondents said they 
read 75 percent of the content, if not 
more. 

‘The survey team was also impressed by 
the interest and involvement the readers 
seemed to show in the survey. 

““Many, many of the surveys we 
reviewed showed how interested the 
readers are in providing their input and 
being part of the newspaper,”’ he said. 
“The number of lengthy comments and 
suggestions seemed to indicate a great 
degree of interest and loyalty. A lot of 
people sccm to care a lot about this 
newspaper, and that’s a pretty good 
sign.

Pro-life groups plan anniversary rallies

BALTIMORE — When _ doctors 
confirmed that Andrea Holland had 
cancer and was pregnant, she refused 
to have an abortion despite dire 
predictions from her physicians about 
what effect cancer treatments could 
have on her unborn child. 

Her fifth child, Samuel, was seven 
weeks premature but healthy when he 
was born toward the end of her six 
months of chemotherapy for breast 
cancer. ; 

One nurse called him ‘‘our little 
miracle baby.”’ 

Last April Holland discovered a 
lump in her left breast and before she 
could see a surgeon, she began to 
suspect she was pregnant. 

““All this could not happen to one 
person,’ she recalled thinking as she 
waited in a doctor’s office. 

Her doctor explained the risks of 
delaying treatment and discussed his 
concerns for her unborn child. She said 
he urged her to have an abortion, 
which she refused to do. 

“T really never had any problems 
about the baby. I just left it up to the 
Lord,’’ Holland told The Catholic 
Review, newspaper of the Archdiocese 
of Baltimore. 

After a’ week of tests and 
consultations, she chose to have a 
modified radical mastectomy, which 
her doctors told her would not require 
the follow-up radiation treatments 
needed after a partial mastectomy.

She was sent home but after more 
hemorraghing, doctors delivered the 
baby early by Caesarean section. 
Despite his size of 4 pounds, | ounce, 
and a touch of jaundice, her son was 
healthy. 

Holland’s final cancer treatment 
was in early December before she was 
released from the hospital. She said she 
would “have semi-annual check-ups 
over the next five years.

LOS ANGELES — Relying on facts 
rather than fiction will help eliminate 
fearful anxieties about new immigrants to 
the United States, said Archbishop Roger 
Mahony of Los Angeles.

The five girls agree they probably would have 
volunteered even if the service were not mandatory. 
Marano said the requirement gave them the ‘little 
nudge’’ they needed. 

A parishioner at St. Rose of Lima in Chula Vista, 


Maruca has clocked up her hours laboring at a varicty of 


projects. Working with her parish youth group is her 
favorite task, she admitted. : 

She has also made many treks to ‘Tijuana with Jennic 
Murphy, a St. Rose of Lima parishioner who travels daily 
to that Mexican city to deliver food to the poor, 

““T have become more mature’? duc to this work, 
Maruca said. A volunteer ‘‘takes on a lot of responsibility 
and is made to become a leader.” 

Maruca also serves as a cucharistic minister and sings 
in the choir. She has assisted in the Self Help And 
Resource Exchange (SHARE) distributions at her parish 
and has visited convalescent homes. 

She expects to continue her volunteer work alter 
graduation, citing her mother’s involvement with the 
church as the example she will follow. 

The Nebel sisters spend three hours a week at Mission 
Bay Memorial Hospital. ‘Vhere they have stalled the 
reception desk, run errands for hospital personnel and 
helped admit and discharge paticnts, Sandy said. 

The hospital work has increased Linda’s confidence 
and sense of responsibility. She has learned much rom 
the experience, including ‘how to raise her voice.” 

Sandy said the hospital work has made her thankful for 
her good health. 


Both girls said they plan to continue their hospital 
volunteer work after graduation in June. ‘Their father’s 
profession as a doctor motivated their choice of 
assignment. 

Members of Our Mother of Confidence parish in 
University City, Sandy and Linda also participate in two 
choirs. ‘They sing in their parish youth choir and direct a 
youth choir at St. John of the Cross, Lemon Grove. 

The pair became choir directors at the request of a 
music teacher who knew that Sandy plays the guitar and 
Linda plays the flute. 

The twins have also bagged oranges and other 
commodities at the SHARE warehouse. 

Marano has also bagged food at Catholic Community 
Services’ Emergency Services Deparunent downtown. 

“T also sort clothes there. 1 decide what should be 
trashed and what should be saved,”’ said the St. Joseph 
Cathedral parishioner. 

“We're like a family at CCS,” she said, adding that 
staff members there have told her she would make a good 
counselor. ‘‘I have a better understanding of the less 
fortunate now.” 

Marano helped with the Special Olympics for about a 
year but decided to stop because her involvement was 
causing her to become too ‘‘cmotional.”’ 

She plans to attend college outside San Dicgo and will 
not be able to continue her CCS volunteer work. 
(Marano is being considered for a presidential scholarship 
at Mount St. Mary’s College in Los Angeles where she 
intends to study to become a teacher.) However, she 
hopes to perform community service while in college. 

Prantil has worked at the San Dicgo Catholic Worker 
Kitchen for over a year. *‘I get to serve people there. . . . 
Vhat’s the part I like best.’ She admitted that at first she 
was scared, but has discovered that honicless persons who 
cat there are all ‘‘gracious.”” 

Her work at the kitchen has made her more aware of 
how people on the streets live, Prantil said. She has 
stopped passing judgment on them and realizes ‘theyre 
people just like you and me, just less fortunate.” 

Many of the kitchen’s volunteers are not well-off, but 
they give of themsclves, she notcd. 

A parishioner at St. Patrick in North Park, Prantil has 
also traveled with Jennie Murphy to ‘Vijuana and has 
participated in several 10K runs for charity, including the 
Mission Office’s Youth for Youth Walk. 

Pranul will also leave San Dicgo to attend college. 
Although she will be unable to continue her work at the 
soup kitchen, she plans to become inyoly cd in athletics in 
college and will probably participate in more charity runs.

Lf you 
can’t tell your parents try a school counsclor, youth 
minister or priest. If money is a problem, Catholic 
Community Services has low-cost counscling. 
Whatever you do, do something. Waiting hasnt 
helped.
